But revolutionary fervor will not sclve Iran s 
serious^ faction tl divisions > which in fact grow out of disagreements 
on the nature o: the Revolution. 
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Ayatollah 'lontazeri , reportedly Khomeini's hand-picked ^ 
succ€!SSor, and ihe Qom Seminary have expounded upon Khomeini s new 
Islamic revolution" by calling for: ' 

—Vpvirging: "sit anicaX elements" from the bureaucrccies; 

. 3 fea f f irmin j the bond between the masses and "thie Imam and 
genuine cl ;irgy"; . 

—imposing u.iity tci "carry cut revolutionary refcrm"; and 

——smashing tiiose who fight Islam in the name of Islam (e.g., 
the leftists/ particularly the Hujahiddin al-Kl: alq) . 

Thes<} va ;iue re’Jolutionary words add up to more purge s and further 
action against the left. in faict/ some moves in the t direction 
have already begun. - 

As a result of this new political atmosphere ard Khomeini's 
speeches^ A^^atcllah Q,ehashti iKdicate<3^AB— ^ j ntervXew that: 

— the Majiia and the President were working to "reach an agree- 

- - ment on tha Prime Minister issue"; 

■'-T.. the Majlis and the Supreme Judicial Council would "begin sub stan 
tive deliberations in about two weeks (probably an optimistic 

~ predictior, ) ; and 

—the Revolu tionary Council would soon be dissolved. 

Although a pemnent "'unified" government may nominally function 
in the near future, it is doubtful that the deep-serted animosities 
between the vai Lous factions will have been neutral:^ zed; thus, 
effective goveiiment is unlikely to exist. 

Bani-Sadr' s recent comment that he would conceiitrate on the 
country's inteinal problems rather than the hostage issue is also a 
reaction to ths Khomeini speeches. He is trying to convey the 
impression that a permanent government, fully responsive to the poor, 
is beginning tc function and that ^ hoc political c.rrangements are 
being terminate i. 

The "new i evolution" puts Bani— Sadr in a dilenria. If^he supports 
the bureaucrati c purgfiis / he helps to eliminate thoss'j individuals most^ 
supportive of f im.. However, to oppose the purges puts him in oppose ti 
to th^P1Yft>®S*6orLFigl^e2aM2i^I^S<^/li«aS«»BaeL4MKSO08M4tOO3O^ ammunition fo 
the lEuture. 
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
